Democratic Tendencies of Science. 


At the recent meeting of the Society for 
the Advancement of Education, Prof. Olm- 
stead read a paper upon the Democratic 
Tendencies of Science. He showed that 
Science tends to promote political equality, 
to do.away with distinctions of class, and 
bring the country up to the same level of 
intelligence as the city. Inventions, he said, 
had elevated the masses in three ways—l1. 
By improvements in the means of locomo- 
2. By the diffusion of intelligence 
through the medium of newspapers. 3, By 
the multiplication of conveniences and ele- 
gancies of life. Before the invention of 
locomotives there Itad existed a great differ- 
ence between the rich and the poor in their 
modes of travelling. , The rich man rolled 
along in his carriage, while his poor neigh- 
bour jogged along on horseback or on foot. 
The rich merchant travelled in the public 
stages, which were too expensive for the 
poor tradesman, who was compelled to trust 
to some humbler conveyance. ‘There was, 
therefore, little intercourse in those times 
between the rich and the poor, the intelli- 
gent and the uneducated, while travelling. 
The inhabitants of the country were called 
by their city cousins countryfied, and ridi- 
culed for their ignorance of the world. It 
had been his fortune to be country bred, 

and he well remembered the first visit. he 
paid to town, riding on a rough nag and fol- 
lowed by a troop of boys, shouting “ Coun- 
try! country!” Whata contrast does the 
present day present to this state of things. 
If one enters the saloon of a steamboat he 
finds men of all classes and ‘occupations— 
merchants and farmers, lawyers and mechan- 
ics, teachers and statesmen—all mingled to- 


gether, and not dishapaishe od by any pecu- 
liarity of dress, ‘These distinetions of class, 
which formerly prevaied, seemed now done 
away with. In Connecticut he knew no 

ther distinctions now Sévé those of the vici- 
ts and virtuous, the invaistriogs and idle. 
Inthe steamboats exdears of to-day, the 
scholar finds himself by the side of the me- 
chanic and the pinnae ses enter into con- 
versation, and each discovéys that one knows 
something which the other does not; the 
scholar Ande that the meckanic and farmer 
are not ignorant, and the atter finds that 
the eclholi is not proud. ife had been lec- 
turing lately in different parts of Connecticut, 
and had been astonished to find such a 
rapid increase in elegance aid luxury. One 
might find in the villages of Connecticut 
houses equal in convenience and elegence 
to the most comfortable howes in this city. 
The diffusion of newspape's had. tended 
greatly to the education of tie people. In 
old times the mail travellel slowly, and 
papers were a lone time reaching their desti- 
nation. ‘l’hey were expensive too, and the 
country people often formed oint-stock con- 
cern, and shared the subseiiption to a sin- 

ole paper among several. Steamboats had 
fest facilitated the spread of news, railroads 
aided in the work, anil the telegraph had 
completed it. Now the mos distant quar- 
ters of the land are informed of the arrival. 


.of a steamer, of a fall in the price of stocks, 


or the fighting of a battle, as youn as the in- 
habitants of the city.. Again, Science has 
rendered the conveniences ard Juxuies of 
life accessible to all. We dresa great deal 
better than our fathers, and live in much 
finer. houses, and yet we do not work so 
hard. Scientific institutions tend to elevate 
the masses by educating them. In Hurope 
such establishments are aristocratic, but 
they are not so in this country.

Flying Machine. 


The Paris Acadamy: of: Science has lately 


béen MNIves r z 

ed by Don Diego de Gaiewanen: ‘The ma- 
chine consists in a case two feet long and 
one foot wide, adapted to a band of leather 
round the waist, buckled behind. The two 
iron rods, fastened to the case support a small 
piece of wood on which the feet repose. The 
case contains a simple and ingenious mechan- 


ism, similar to that employed to set an auto- 


“maton in motion; .the mechanism is warked 


by means of a handle, which sets at work 
two large wings, ten feet long, made up of 
very thin caoutchoe, covered with feathers, 
and the wings may be so worked as to pro- 
duce vertical, perpendicular, or horozontal 
flying. The number of turns given to the 
handle determines the height to which it may 
go. ‘I'he handle has to be turned every 
quarter of a league to regulate the distance, 
and the operation of turning lasts one minute. 
Horizontal flying is the most difficult; the 
wings beat the air like the feet of a swan 
when it swims——Old Countryman.

. Essentials to Productive Farms. 


The following fifteen essentials to produc- 
tive farming are from the pen of the Amera- 


can Larmer, which is, we believe the oldest 


agricultural paper ia the United States: 

1. Good implements of husbandry, and 
plenty of them, which should always be kept 
in perfvet order. 

2. Deep ploughing and thorough pulveri- 
zation of the soil, by the free use of the har- 
row, drag, or roller. 

3. An application of lime, marl, or ashes, 
where calcarious matter or potash may not 
be present in the soil. 

4. A systematic husbanding of every sub- 
‘tance on a farm capable of being converted 
into manure, a systematic protection of such 
substances from loss by evaporation or waste 
of any kind, and a careful application of the 
oe to the lands under culture. 

. The draining of all wet lands, so as to 
ain the roots of the plants from the ill 
effects of a siiperabundance of water, a con- 
dition equally perntcious as drouth to their 
healthful growth and profitable fructification. | 

6. The free use of the plow, cultivator, 
and hoe, with all row cultured craps, so as to 
keep down, at all times, the growth of grass 
and weeds, those pests which prove so de- 


| structive: to crops. 


7. Seeding at the proper time, with good 
seed, and an equal attention as to time, with 
regard to the period of working crops. 

8. Attention to the construction and re- 
pair of fences, so that whatis made through 
the toils and anxious cares of the husband- 
man, may not be lost through his neglect 
to protect his crops from the depredations 
of stock. 

9. Daily personal superintendence, on the 
part of the master, over all the operations 
of the farm, no matter how good a manager 
he may have, or however faithful his hands 
may be, as the presence of the head of a 
fatm, and the use of his eyes, are worth 
several pairs of hands. 

10, Labor-saving machinery, so that one 
may render himself as independent as need- 
ful of neighborhood labor, as a sense of. the 
comparative independenee of the employer 
upon such labor begets a disposition of obe- 
dience and faithfulness on the part of the 
employea. 

11. Comfortable stabling and sheds, for 
the horses and stock, all necessary outbuild- 
ings, for the accomodation of the hands, and 
protection of the tools and implements, as 
well as for the eare of the poultry. 

12. Clover and other grasses to forma 
part of the rotation of crops, and these to 
be at the proper period plowed in, to form 
pabulum for succeeding crops. 

-13. The clover field to be either plastered 
or ashed, each succeeding g spring—one bushel 
of the former, and six of the latter per acre. 

14. To keep no more stock than can be 
well kept, but to be sure to keep as many 
as the farm can keep in good condition, as 
it is\wise policy to feed as muchas possible of 
the crops grown on the farm, and thus return 
to it that which has been abstracted from it. 


15. To provide a goud orchard and gar- } 


den—the one to be filled with choice fruits 
of all kinds—the other with vegetables of 
different sorts, early and late, so that the 
table may, at all times, be well and season- 
ably supplied, and the supplies contribute to 
increase the wealth of the proprietor.

Slave Conspiracy in Mississippi. 


The Marion (Miss.) Republican gives an 
account of the discovery of a negro con- 
spiracy at Garlandsville, Jasper county. It 
saysi— 

‘A trastworthy negro, after having re- 
ceived pledges of secrecy, revealed the ex- 
istence of the conspiracy to an overseer, and 
requested him to repair to a certain place, 
in the midst of a dark, unfrequented swamp, 
and see for himself The overseer did not 
go, but the next morning he took with him 
some friends, and went to the spot designat- 
ed by the faithful neero. There they saw 
every indication of a large crowd having 
been assembled; horses had been tied up, 
fires kindled, and, from appearances, they 
calculated that upwards of one hundred ne- 
groes had there assembled on the preceding 
night. They left the spot, and the neigh- 
borhood was quickly alarmed. Several ne- 
groes were taken up, and among them the 
: Law Sea Bins oe coor earn ape ate on Pee 
vailing in the country; a counell was held, 
and it was determined that the negroes 
should be hung immediately ; ropes were 
procured, and the sentence of the council 
was about to be-executed, when the crowd

The Wheeler Slave Case,

In some instances, the master, mis- 
tress, and servants, are all sick at a time, 
and on attempting to separate the latter, they, 
if possible, seek their mistress’ sick room, 
after hiding under the bed, in order that they 
shall not be discovered by the physician or 
nurses; many of the slaves are heard beg-

Of the fourteen physicians from Philadelphia, 
seven have been attacked by the prevailing 
disease, and three have: died—so in propor- 
tion with the best of inhabitants, male and 
female, who have remained in these plague- 
stricken cities. 

The pestilence has made orphans of a mul- 
titude of little ones—they are gathering into 
one building, and the Howard Association 
are doing for them all in their power; but 
that noble association have the well, the sick, 
dying and dead to care for. Their hearts 
and hands are full. Is there not some kind 
person in this great and highly favored city 
who will come forward to the aid of the lit- 
tle sufferers? — They need fresh clothing, and 
need it now ; they need many other things 
that the experience of mothers will enable 
them to suggest. We feel assured that their 
sufferings need only be made known here to 
be relieved. Since the above was put in 
type we have received the following commu- 
nication : 

The Committee appointed to obtain funds 
for the relief of the sufferers by pestilence at 

Norfolk, Portsmouth and Gosport, beg leave 
to inform their fellow citizens, that at the 
latest dates the malignity of the pestilence 
was increasing in ‘those places, without an 
prospect of its abatement until checked by 
frost. 

In Norfotk alone, there were from twelve 
to fifteen hundred on the sick list, while the 
ratio of mortality would be equal to that of 
thousands per day in sucha population as 
ours. ‘T’o add to the existing misery the 
small pox has now appeared among them. 

The poor of this place must be aided until 
the pestilence disappears. ‘The major part 
of the inhabitants who remain, are prevented 
from removing by their poverty ; and not 
one-fourth of those persons who are left can 
find employment to support them. 

The Howard Association has nearly ex- 
hausted its funds, while its appropriations for 
the relief of the sick and suffering amount to 
$8000 per day. pas 

These facts are sufficient to awaken the 
sympathy of this community, and to call 
forth their prompt and active efforts to re- 
lieve this appalling degree of suffering. Our 
city, thus far, has been saved from this awful 
visit of pestilence, and there can be no bet- 
ter offering of gratitude to the kind Provi- 
dence who has shielded us, than that of lib- 
eral contributions, for the relief of our suf- 
fering fellow citizens.

The Right Triumphant. 


On Monday last, Boston ceased to be, for 
the first time in her history, contumaciously 
unjust and basely proscriptive in regard to 
equal school rights amone her children, 
irrespective of complexions distinctions, In 
what manner the change was received by all 
parties, may be seen by the following: para- 
graph from the Evening Telegraph of that 
day :-— 

Re-opening of the Schools. 

After the six weeks? vacation, parents, 
if not the children, were ready for the re- 
sumption. of studies this morning. We never 
saw happier looking youngsters than those 
that tottled schoolwise about 8 o’clock. 

The introduction of the colored youth 
into the schools, we are happy to say, was 
accomplished with general good feeling on 
the part of both teachers and white children. 
At the Phillips Schoo!, at the West End, 
one or two of the white boys were making 
a little merry sport at the colored pupils as 
they came up, but the principal, Mr. Hovey, 
stayed it at once by the quiet remark: <« Is 
that your paliteness to strangers? One en- 
thusiastic white boy ran through Myrtle 
street, swinging his satchel, and crying out 
—‘ Hurrah! we are to have the darkies to- 
day, and I’m going to have one right side 
of me!’ In the Bowdoin school, at the 
west end, some of the white misses, we hear 
indulged in a little obloquy, but it was soon 
terminated with a few kindly words. The 
appearance of the colored childred in the 
heretofore by them unfrequented streets 
leading to the school houses created a ‘sen- 
sation’ among the neighbours, who filled the 
windows, probably in anticipation of trouble. 
So far as we can hear, there was none, how- 
ever, in any part of the city. 

The primary department of the Smith 
school had but seven pupils in attendance— 
the grammer department none. The aboli- 
tion of this school will be an annual saving 
of $3,000 to the city,

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Losses of Russia by the War. 


A gentleman, long resident in the southern 


part of Russia, furnishes to Blackwood’s 
Magazine a statement of the injury done to 
the agriculture of the empire by the war. 
He speaks particularly of one estate, upon 
which he resided for several years: “The 
estate in question consists of about 40,000 
acres of land, with about thirteen hundred 
serfs. Its principal productions are linseed, 
-¢orn and wool, which are all sold for expor- 
tation by way of the ports of the Azov and 
Black Seas. These two seas having been 
closed for some time, all the raw produce re- 
“mains rotting on the hands of the producer, 
with the single exception of wool, which finds 
aready market.in Germany, being transport- 
ed overland through Austria; still the price 


diminished sensibly last year, on account of 


the increased cost of transport. I will now 
proceed to state the details of the losses ex- 
_perienced last year upon this. one property. 
The average income amounts to about £6,- 
000, out of which £1,500 has to be paid as 
interest of the mortgage—for this, like most 
other estates, is mortgaged to the govern- 
ment. Last year there were about 1,500 
quarters of linseed, which, sold on the spot, 
would fetch upon an average 16s. per quar- 
ter. Of this not a bushel has been sold ; so 
on this article alone there is a loss of £1,200. 
The wheat grown was about the same quan- 
tity. The average price of wheat is 12s. 
per quarter, and now only a limited quantity 
_can be sold at 8s.; but, supposing the whole 
_to be sold at that price, the loss will still 
amount to £300. This, however, is not the 
case, and the loss is not less than £500 upon 
wheat. Last year the price of wool was, 
upon an average, 15 per cent. below the usual 


~ price ; in some instances there was a loss of 
>) 


20 and 25 per cent.; the quantity sold usual- 
ly fetched about £1,400, so there was another 
loss of more than £200. Upon this same 
estate there are kept about eighteen thous- 
and sheep, of which there are generally sold 
every year two thousand for their tallow and 
skins, at an average price of 7s. a head ; 
now, on account of the difficulties of export- 
ing tallow, the price is only 5s., another 
£200 owt of the pocket of the proprietor. 
It will be seen By the foregoing statement, 
that the income of the possessor of this one 
estate is diminished more than one third, by 
restrictions laid upon trade by the closing of 
the ports of the Azov and Black Seas; 
and as this may be taken asa good criterion 
of the whole southern part of Russia, the loss 
is consequently something enormous.” 

- At the snme time, the taxes imposed upon 
the owners of estates had greatly increased. 


Earthquake at Santa Barbara. 


Two distinct shocks of an earthquake were 
felt in this city, says the Santa Barbara G‘a- 
zetle, at about two o’clock p. m., yesterday. 
The vibration of the earth was from east to 
west, and for some moments caused consid- 
erable excitement among our citizens. Many 
left their houses apprehensive of a recur- 
rence of the danger. The violence of the 
shock was sufficient to move the walls of the 
houses, throw down small articles, and for 
time being cuased a gencral consternation.

HE Independent, of New York, in an article 


T in that paper, of the 15th March, being one 
of a continuation of articles regarding the “Ame- 
rican Tract Society,” has this sentence:—“ For 
thirty years, one of the greatest institutions of 
Evangelical Christendom, has been testifying in 
effect, that the institution of Slavery, the buying 
and selling of human beings, and the profession 
of the slave-trader, are less offensive to God, less 
contary to the Gospel, less perilous to the souls of 
men, than the practice of dancing. It has at- 
tempted to exhibitand authenticate, on the wid- 
est scale, an administration of Christianity, 1n 
which there shall be no more syllable of rebuke 
for crimes that shock the morals sense of Chris- 
tendom. The influence of the Tract Society 
has tended to make the Southern churches more 
timid and cowed in the presence of the imperious 
slave-trading interest. As aconsequence of this 
policy—partly, but not exclusively—behold the 
SovuTrHern Apostacy!” 


In December 1844, a report of ‘The “ Com- 
mittee of the Synod of New York and New Jer- 
sey, on the subject of the mutilations of books by 
the American Tract Society,” was published ; 
and in that report, the mutilations and omissions 


D’Aubigne’s History of the Great Reformation, 
were pointed out—besides, there are the omis- 
siens and expurgations in other books published, 
as to the vile sin of Slavery, and the substitution 
of sentences other than the original.

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 
LM rowimeiannl Wimitcome 


Arricie I, 
We, the undersigned, associate forthe purpose 
of carrying out the tollowing Pledge :— 


BELIEVING in the necessity of measures to farther pro- 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence, 
the Principles of Universal Freedom, anda British Union, 
not based on complexional considerations, and in the im: 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plans now 
maturing to array one class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
against another, and increasing class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the- latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, as members,of this Union, and in our private 
capacity. as citizens,—Ist: To promote a heathy harmony 
and to diffuse a loyal spirit amoitg those of Her Majesty’s 
subjects with whom we may associate or come in contact. 
2nd, ‘To encourage and support a Press, or those Presses, 
in Canada, which will stand on the watch-tower to notify 
the citizens of this country against the unjust imputations, 
reflections and designs of many in the United States and 
this country, who would carve out a-policy for emigrants, 
formerly bond, and free, different from white emigrants 
who may and do settle herein, by counselling the former to 
be a “‘ good peasaniry”’ for the latter, as their highest ambi- 
tion; or to aggregate themselves into exclusive communities 
or to look upon the West Indies as the home for the mass, 
in preference to the free soil of Canada ; thereby promal- 
gating the dangerous doctrine that God's children of diffe- 
rent complexions, cannot live together under -the British 
Lion in British America, unless those of darker hue, 
become ‘“' hewers of wood and drawers of water’’ to those 
of white complexion. 3rd. To do allin our power to re- 
move the stain of Slayery from the face of the ‘earth, and 
particularly, as subjects of Great Britain, to check its pro- 


| gress in America by all legitimate means; and 5th. To en- 


courage the rising generation in literary, scientific, and 
mechanical efforts. 6th. As a nucleus of operations; to 
support the “* Povincial Freeman,” as our organ, so long 
as itmay be found to advocate sound principles, and to 
use our ability to promote objests in connexion with it, to 
further honest endeavours in this direction. 

Art. I1.—For the better Success of the above 
measures, the Parent Society shall consist of a 
President, a Vice-President, ‘Recording and 
Corresponding Secretaries, Treasurer, and a 
Comittee as extensive as the number of signa- 
tures to the Pledge. 

Arr. If.—The annual fee of each male mem- 
ber shall be 2s. 6d. cur’y. 

_ Arr. 1V.—The Female Members shall organ- 
ize a Committee with a Moderator, Secretary and 
Treasurer ; and the annual contribution for each 


“member, shall be 1s. 3d. 


Art. V.—The object of the Ladies’ Committee 

shall be to prepare articles for an Annual Fair, 
to be held in Toronto, Hamilton, London, 
Chatham, and other large cities. and towns, at 
which auxiliaries may be formed; also, to devise 
other measures for-promoting the specfic object ; 
namely, the support of the people’s organ, the- 
Provincial Freeman. 
Arr. Vi.—Auxiliary Societies may be formed 
in each town, city, or village, in which parties 
may be found to take as their basis the Constitu- 
tion of this Society, provided that they, at their 
option, make sueh local arrangements as the 
peculiarities of the case require. 

Art. VII.—The officers of the Society shall be 
elected annually, and at each annual meeting, 
one or more persons shall be empowered to assist 


in forming auxiliaries, and in whatever way the 
interests of the Society may dernand. 

Art. VUI—The Ladies’ Committee shall 
meet every, Monday evening, for the purpose of 
making up articles, useful and elegant; and to 
them shall be entrusted the details of their plans. 

Art. IX.—A monthly meeting of members 
both male and female shall be assembled for the 
purpose of promoting the literary objects specfied 
by recitations of original pieces, reading debates,
